The weather forecaster at Memphis, 
however, urged managers of railroads 
entering that city from the west to 
warn Inhabitants of those districts to 
move to higher ground im mediately.

The 2,000 homeless inhabitants of the 
town were augmented by the arrival

1,000 refugees from Dorena, Mo. 
The food supply at Hickm an will last 
only three more days. 
No trains have ! 
been run in or out of town for several 
days and foods and tents en route 
there still are held up by washouts. 
Unless aid comes soon many will go 
hungry. 
At Columbus, Ky., which was the 
first town to be inundated, the situa­ 
tion is grave. 
Residents are leaving 
rapidly and there is much suffering in 
outlying districts. The damage in that 
vicinity is estimated at $100,000.
